“A Canadian Trench Raid 


Enemy Would Rather Face Anything 
Than the Canadians 


The Germans admitted 
last that when it comes to a direct 
attack upon their trenches, they 
weuld sooner have any other force 
against them than the Canadians. 
‘They possess a furiousness, united 
to 4 coolness of action, that entirely 


disconcerts them. In its reports, 


have at 


nadian War Records office des- 
cribes one of these recent raids upon 
the enemy, which amply bears out 
the verdict of the enemy. Stripped of 
all verbiage the account is as fol- 
lows: 

Our coutner-blow was delivered at 
an early hour the following morn- 
ing. Several parties took part in the 
operation. Under cover of an intense 
artillery barrage the attacking parties 
formed up outside our wire entagle- 
irents, and then advanced against the 
enemy trenches on a frontage of over 
600 yards, including the well-known 
and strongly-fortified position known 


‘as “The Pimple.” 


The Germans for the most part 
¥cre still cowering in their dug-outs 
when our men poured into tfe ‘tren- 
ches. On the left there was a strong 
resistance from the direction of the 
Triangle, the Germans attempting to 
bomb down to the assistance of the 
gerrison directly attacked, However, 
the party detailed to protect the flank 
held firm, and thus permitted another 
party to penetrate across scytral lines 
of trenches to a depth of about 700 
yards, Any Germans who resisted 
Asere quickly shot or bayonetted, 
and many dug-outs from which the 
enemy refused to cmerge were 
bombed and then destroyed by por- 
teble charges. Nobody was left 
alive in the whole arca over which 
our attack was spread. 
ASappers and pioncers who accom- 
penied the raid located three large 
wine shafts, which'they completely 
wrecked. The cnemy retaliation was} 
directed in part upon his own front 
line. We remained ingpossession of 
the German trenches nearly an 
hour and finally withdrew, taking with 
us 47 prisoners of the 11th Bavarian 
Regiment, including one officer and

A Tall Building 
Tallest Building in the World to Be 
Erected in Detroit 


Plars for what is expected to be 
the tallest building in the world—57 
stories—to cost $15,000,000, and cap- 
able of accommodating 10,000 people, 
have just been completed by a De- 
troit architect. Options have been ob- 
tained on a $5,000,000 site, bounded 
by Michigan and Cass avenues, La- 
fayette boulevard and Abbot streets, 
and tentative tenders have been cal- 
led for, 

The building vs planned will be a 
city in ‘itself, with a postoffice, police 
station, arena seating 16,000 peopte, 
a qtiarter-mile track, and an audi- 
torium with 30,000 capaéity, 

The plans call for a 27-srory hot! 
and 57 storics of offices, running up 
into a tower 808 feet high, as com- 
pared with the/789 feet of the Wool- 
worth building, New York. Two air- 
plane landings 50 feet wide by 620 
feet long will be located on the roof. 
According to the plans there will be 
4,312 rooms. The foundations will be 
carried to bed rock. In the basement 
will be located 504 display rooms. 
There will be seven banquet halis, 
two small convention halls, one 
serve-self, one dining room, two ball 
rboms, and a hospital on the second 
tHloor of the building.

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Dogs and Cats in War 
| 
Are Put to Good Use in Ridding the 


Camps of Rodents 


Hundreds of cats and thousands 
of dogs are now serving their coun- 
tries at the front. The canines have 
a wide range of duties, according to 
breed and size. Sledge dogs are used 
in transporting supplies over the 
mountains in the winter months, and 
big Belgian dogs also draw machine 
guns. The Red Cross-has hundreds 
of four-éooted assistants who search 
out the wounded in the “No Man’s 
Land” between the trenches, ‘Ter- 
riers and spaniels also have import- 
ant duties to perform in freeing the 
trenches of the swarms of rats which 
infest them, The cats “do their bit” 
in the\various storehouses back of 
the front, where the mice would 
work great damage if left alone. 

The demand for cats as mouse 
catchers and for dogs as rat catchers 
is greater than the supply. From 
all over France cats have been zhip- 
ped to the front to conserve the pr:- 
cious food supply from the ravages 
«ef rodents, Country cats are pre- 
ferred to city caf for this purpose. 

In the early months. of trench war 
fare the trenches swarmed 
rats, but this problem has now been 
solved by the French military au- 
thoritiés. They announced that each 
pilou fetching a rat catching dog to 
the trenches would be rewarded by 
two days’ additional leave of absence 
on his next permission. Since that 
order was issued every soldier who 
visits his home makes it a point to 
find a terrier or a spanicl to take back 
to the front with him. Eath ‘owner 
of such a dog is also entitled to a 
small sum for each rat killed and the 
fortunate owner of an ambitious can- 
ine is greatly envied by his comrades. 

The dogs and cats who serve their 
country in this way are favorites with 
the soldiers, and they find life easy 
and agreeable, with lots of sport and 
plenty to eat. Fido has only to bark 
or Puss to mew to induce the polius 
to divide up their food.

Horrors of the Countryside Recently Evacuated by the German 
Army in Retreat is Described by Whyte Williams in an 
Article in the New York Times 


As we approached the ruined vil 
fages 1 was at first not greatly im-~ 
pressed by the damage that had been 
done. That was because these 
Brench villages have endured hun- 
dreds of years; they are built solidly 
of brick and stone, and ordinar, 


burning does not level them to the 
ground as would be the cise of 
Amcrican villages of frame houses, 
or as the case of French villages 


“after artillery bombardment. But 
when we rode through the deserted 
and silent streets we saw what 
ghastly hand had been at work. The 
walls of the houses were only shells 
concealing charred ruins. Not only 
one'village is like that, nor a dozen, 
but every single one of the hundreds 
that, have been liberated has been put 
to fire and sword, old men, old wo- 
nien, cripples, left to await the arri- 
val of tlteir own soldiers to care for 
them; their ablebodied men taken in- 
to bondage months ago, their young 
women and girls herded along with 
the retreating army to a slavery no 
one dares think about without seeing 

d, And at every village the same 
“hessage was Icft behind + for the 
French soldiers when they-arrived. 
Translated it reads lik 1s: 

“You see’ what we have done 
here. Well, this is what is going to 
happen all the way back to the 
French frontier.” 

Is it any wonder-that the French 
soldicr telling me this said between 
clenched teeth: 

“There is only one answer to that, 
my friend. Let them get down on 


their knees and pray when — the 
French army crosses the Rhine. 
We will be taking no prisoners on 


that day.” 


The aspect of the villages is sad 
enough, but the countryside is 
worse. I have seen so much of ar- 
tillery destruction during this war 
that I confess I have been rather 
sated with ruins, A destroyed 
church, a house ripped clea to its 


foundations, is only another example 
of what I have secn dozens of times 
before. But a countryside that has 
so little left of it as that one I pas- 
sed through is a sight that made ine 
want to cry and fight at the same 
time. It has already been reported 
hew orchards have been destroyed. 
I rather expected that this had hap- 
pened just along the roads by which 


the army retreated. But with field 
glasses I could see far in on every 
side of every road for miles and 
miles; every farm is burned, fields 


valestroyed, every garden and every 

Blush uprooted, every tree sawed off 
close to the bottom, 
rible sight and scemed almost worse 
than the destruction of men. Those 
thousands of trees prone. upon the 
earth, their branthes waving in the 
wind, secmed undergoing death ago- 
nies before our eyes. 


Everything gave its share to the 
blood lust of hate. Churches gave 
their organs for their copper, also 


the brass walls of their altars, even 
crucifixes upon ruined walls 
stripped down and torn asunder. 

We passed through the remnant of 
a place called Porquericourt. An 
old woman came to a broken door- 
way. We stopped to talk with her, 
She smiled at the sight of the French 
uniforms of our officers, She lived oa 
a farm a mile away. The Germans 
had passed in the night and burned 
it so that she had come to Porquer- 
icoutt to hide in the cellar of a 
friend. Her husband and brother, 
both old men, had been killed by the 
Germans during the retreat, her two 
sons led off to slavery the year be- 
fore. One of them had come back, 
but had been seized again only a few 
weeks before. 

Her three daughters, had been with 
her at the farm the night that the 
Germans retreated. They had fled 
with her to. the house of her friend, 
from where they saw their own home 


ef a lifetime in flames, The girls 
were 19, 21 and 24 years old, The 
Germans had found them in  VPor- 


quericourt and had taken them away. 
That was eight days before. She 
had heard nothing of them since. All 
other young women had _ likewise 
vanished that night when the Ger- 
mans went away. 


She told her story simply in a low} 


unfaltering voice. But she shudder- 
ed as she spoke of her daughters, 1 
said to her:

Lord Robert Cecil Answers the Ger- 
man Chancellor 


Lord Robert Cecil, the British 
Blockade Minister, made reply to 
the utterances of Dr. von Bethmann 
, Hollweg, the German imperial chan- 
}ccllor, in a statement to the Asso- 
ciated Press, 

“The German Chancellor claims 
that Germany in the past renounced 
the unrestricted use of her submar- 
ine weapon in the expectation that 
Great Britain could be made to ob- 
serve in her blockade policy the 
laws of humanity and international 
agreements,” said Lord Robert, “It 
is diffcult to say whcther this state- 
incnt is the more remarkable for its 
hypocrisy or for its falseness, It 
would hardly seem-that Germany is 
in a position to speak of humanity 
or international agreements, since 
| She began this war by deliberately 
| violating the international agreement 
guaranteeing the neutrality of Bel- 
gium and has continued it by violat- 
ing all the dictates of humanity. 

“Has the Chancellor forgotten that 
the German forces Nave been guilty 
ot excesses in Belgium, unparalleled 
in history, culminating in the at- 
tempted enslavement of a dauntless 
pcople, of poisoning wells, of bom- 
barding open towns, torpedoing hos- 
pital ships and sinking other vessels 
with total disregard for the safety of 
non-combatants on board,, with the 
result that many hundreds of inno- 
cent victims, including. both women 
jand children, have lost their lives? 

“The latest manifestation of this 
policy is to.be seen in the devasta- 
tion and deportations carried out by 
the Germans in their forced retreat 
en the western front. The Chancel- 
lor states that it is because the al- 
lies have not abandoned their block- 
ade and have refused the so-called 
peace offer of Germany that unre- 
stricted sumbarine warfare is now 
cecided on. As to this I will do no 
more than quote what the Chancellor 
himself said in the Reichstag when 
ainouncing the adoption of unre- 
stricted submarine war. 

“He said that as soon as he him- 
self, in agreement with the supreme 
army command, reached the convic- 


‘tion that ruthless U-boat warfare 
j would bring Germany nearer to 2 
Victorious peace, then the U-boat 


| varfare would be started. He con- 
tinned: | 
| “this moment lias now arrived. 
j Last autumn the time was not ripe, 
}but today the moment has conic 
iwhen, with the greatest prospect of 
success, we can undertake this en- 
terprise. We must not wait any 
longer, Where has there been a 
change?

a firm basis has been ¢reated for 
success.”

Irish Chaplain Makes

A Daring Capture 


With Party of Dublin Fusiliers He 
Persuaded Germans 
to Surrender 


The exploit of a Roman Catholic 
chaplain. who, with eighteen enthusi- 
asti¢ Irishmen, brought in “450 very 
thankful, if somewhat dejected, Ger- 
mans,” was referred to by Sir Philip 
Sassoon in a recent speech at Folke- 
stone. A reliable correspondent 
states that the hero of the incident, 
home on furlough, has just been wel- 
comed by the parishioners of a min- 
ing hamlet in Lanarkshire. 


It is stated that a party of the Dub. 
lin Fusiliers, accompanied by the pa- 
dre, when returning from ga_recon- 
noitring expedition, were assailed by 
rifle fire from a wood where it was 
known the enemy were entrenched. 
They immediately sought the. refuge 
of shel! holes, and from there fired a 
round of shots at the wood. Evident- 
ly the fire proved effective, for, three 
Germans emerged from the wood 
with their hands held up in token of 
surrender, 


“The chaplain advanced to mect the 
trio, and informed them that one of 
their number could. return to the 
wood and give the remaining Ger- 
mans the assurance that their lives 
would be spared if they surrendered. 
The German who had been deputed 
to give the message to his compatri- 
ots promptly léft, but as he failed to 
return after a reasonable interval, the 
“Dubs” tried the effect of another 
volley, Then two more Germans 
came out, and a repetition of the fire 
brought out another trio: 

Encouraged by these repeated evi- 
dences of the spirit of surrender, the 
chaplain decided to entex_the wood 
and sce the officer in charge of the 
enemy. He did so, and-the result of 
his enterprise was that 450 Germans 
offered to surrender. 

They emerged from the thicket, but 
when confronted with only 18 Fusil- 
icts—and not an entire battalion, as 
they probably surmised—a number of 
them sought to return to the wood, 
with the obvious intention of renew- 
ing the combat. The “Dubs,” how- 
ever, sent a bullet or two in the direc- 
tioa of) the retreating soldiers and 
soox, (ispelled all notions of retalia- 
tion, 

It is stated that one of the German 
officers approached the chaplain and 
asked that he might be spared thie 
horrors of torture. At the same time 
he significantly pointed to a bundle of 
banknotes which he held in his ex- 
tended hand. The retort, apt though 
it was—‘We are British soldiers, sir, 
and not thieves’—was capped by a 
stalwart Fusilier standing near, who 
doubtless chagrined to sce so much 
money unsecured by lock and key, in- 
terjected: “Give that to me, me son, 
and Oi'll take care of you and yer 
receipts.”

Plane Geometry, 1 unit; Solid Geom- 
etry 1-2 unit; French or German, 2 
un Physics, 1. unit; Science, 2 
units; Freehand or Mechanical Draw. 
ing, 1 unit; Elective, 21-2 units. 

The terms stipulate that there must 
be at least three applicants in any 
one year from which the College of 
Forestry may select the one who sat-| 
isfics the*conditions most effectively. 
‘the free scholarship covers thie 
amount of the annual incidental Jab- 
oratory and infirmary fees, and the 
Scouts who secure the scholarship 
will be able to take four years ol 
work for the cost of books, clothing, 
room and board,

* European'and American investiga- 


tors differ in opinion as to whether 
the ravages of opium are worse than 
those of alcohol, but agree that the 
use of the Eastern drug is a more 
insidious habit than liquor drinking 
and harder to stamp out. Morcover, 
the percentage of high Chinese of- 
ficials who were at one time slaves 
to opium was far higher than the 
Proportion which alcohol could claim 
among the administrators and civil 
servants of western countries, and 
repressive measurcs adopted by the 
government have in all cases been 
hampered by influential personal in- 
clination such as would not be met 
with elsewhere. Ridding the Celes- 
tial Empire of its favorite vice has 
therefore been a stupendous task, 
greater and more wonderful even 
than Russia's abolition of vodka; but 
it has been accomplished after tea 
years’ of well planned work of a 
thorough common-sense kind, to the 
incalculable benefit and everlasting} 
credit of a gifted people. 


Manitoba Forests 


Will Prove a Valuable Asset if Pro- 
perly Protected 


“There seems no just reason why 
Northern Manitoba should not re- 
Peat to a degree the wonderful de- 
velopment in wood-using industries 
now taking place in Quebec, Mani- 
toba holds splendid promise of in- 
dustrial growth in the northern for- 
ested areas with their fine water 
powers, The trouble has been that 
culture, and forestry has tagged be- 
liind like a poor relation.” 

This was a statement made by Mr. 
Robson Black, secretary of the Can- 
adian Forestry. association, Ottawa. 

“None of the provinces of Canada 
is exclusively agricultural. Seventy- 
fve per cent. of northern Manitoba 
above the open prairie line will nev- 
er give crops other than timber. 
There is tittle use bemoaning these 
facts. We ought to turti them to 
immediate commercial advantage. 

“Manitoba's timber supplies have 
been going down hill for 100 years. 
Unrestricted fires have periodically 
cleaned out the storchouse of wealth 
which would today have created a 
vast industrial development parallel 
to those of Ontario and Quebec. 
Sighty-seven per cent: of the forest 
urea is now composed of young 
growth or at best of timber under 
cight inches diameter, such as is fit 
for small saw timber, 

“The wrecked and ruined condition 
of such vast arcas of the provincial 
ferests prevents that immediate  in- 
dustrial development that otherwise 
would have come, But forests in 
most cases will réeuperate, if fire is 
rigidly kept out, and that is the rea- 
son the western legislatures have 
been asked to take incasures against 
careless conduct in settlers’ fires.

ew Elevators for Alberta 


Will Reach From thkz Peace River to 
the Boundary in the South 


Elevator companies are planning to 
construct this spring a large number 
of new storchouses in Alberta, The 
Alberta Farmers’ Co-operative Com- 
Pany count on putting up 40 new 
elevators in the province before the 
1917 crop is ripe, these to reach from 
the Peace River to the southern 
boundary, Already 36 sites have 
been secured and negotiations are 
under way for the remainder. All 
railway lines are being treated im- 
partially, and new structures will ap- 
pear this year on practically every 
branch of line in the province. The 
cost of the elevators is placed rough- 
ly at $350,000 and the capacity will 
run all the way from 35,000 to 65,- 
000 bushels cach. The buildings 
will be planned much the same as 
those already in use by this company, 
and all will be modern handling and 
storing buildings. 

Placing the average storage capa- 
city of these elevators at 40,000 
bushels, the total additional capacity 
which will be provided by this com-; 
pany for the 1917 crop will be 1,600,- 
000 bushels. Work is to be com- 
menced at once, and about 150 men 
will be employed.

The 
district took its’ present name, sup- 
planting that of Canaan, from its di- 
vision as Bieta Philistina, Roughly 
it is today the territory claimed as 
the inheritance of the Hebrews prior 
to the exile, One authority states 
that “notwithstanding, its small size, 
Palestine’ presents a variety of geo- 
graphic details so unusual as to be 
in itself sufficient to mark it out as 
a country of especial interest; ‘The 
bordering regions, moreover, are as 
varying as the country itself—sea to 
the west, a mountainous and sandy 
desert to the south, a lofty steppe 
plateau to the east and the great 
iaasses of Lebanon to the north.” 

For centuries Palestine has  be- 
longed to Turkey and the. Turks 
have divided it into three  vilaycts 
und sanjacs. The population, of 
Christian Syrians and a medley of 
all Eastern religions, is estimated at 
about one million, ‘The land lies be- 
tween Mesopotamia and Egypt, two 
of the earliest seats of | civilization 
which haye come into a strange cy- 
cle of prominence again. Palestine 
has been the battleficld of Oriental 
peoples from the dawn of history. 
In this it is like little Belgium, the 
“cockpit of Europe,” and the asso- 


ciation of the two lands just now 
does not call for the exercise of 
much thought: they are evermore 


linked in historic sufferings, Grecks, 
komans and Parthians among the 
encients held sway in Palestine, and 
in later cenjuries the Arabs, the 
Turks and the Crusaders controlled, 
aud in recent times the Mongols ov- 
errant it prior to their settlement in 
Hungary.

The total value @€ the crop of 
Western Canada last year was $439,- 
000,000, according to the official com- 
putation of the Canadian government: 

The progress of Western Canada 
during the past five years can be well 
illustrated by the fact that the acre- 
age under cultivation in the provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
from 17,130,000 in 
1911 to 20,553,000 in 1916, The value 
of all field crops increased from $240,_

Che thaw had just set in, and the 
ground was soppy, which was bad 
luck.

It is not too much to say that The 
inajority of farmers pay little or no 
attention’/to the education of the

A Yankee Who Was King 
Truth Is Again Proved to be More 
Strange Than Fiction 


A montment was erected a few} 
weeks ago to the memory of a dead 
monarch. It was just a simple pole, 
carved grotesquely and stuck in the 
ground like a fence post, but it re- 
presented a world of sentiment to} 
those who raised it. 

Strange as it may scem, the dead 


monarch to whom the honor had 
been paid by loyal subjects was a 
Yankee, a former sea captain who 


had imposed his welcome authority 
on a half civilized nation and had 
Leen accorded fealty in return. 
“The dead monarch was formerly 
Capt. Welsbarth, adventurer, “black- 
birder’\ and sailor, extraordinary,” 
says the San Francisco Chronicle, 
“Forty years ago he went to San 
Francisco from Maine as mate in an 
American clippet ship. | He reship- 
ped for Australia and then into the 
South Seas on_a trading expedition. 
“Ten years later he came back with 
a belt full of gold and bought’a sa- 
loon on the San Francisco  water- 
front. .He presided behind the bar 
# year and-then, tiring of a sedate 
life ashore, sold his saloon to his 


conic reinark, ‘This is no life for a 
white man,’ sailed as a passenger for 
Yahiti. There he outfitted a little 
sailing sloop for trading. 
“Afterward, it was rumored, he be- 
came a ‘black-birder’ recruiting by 
doubtful means Polynesian natives 
for delivery to plantation owners in 
Hawaii and other islands. In 1890 he 
put into Tabiteuea, in the Gilbert} 
group, and there he met Princess 
‘Leoti, daughter of the native chief- 
tein. They fell in love and were 
married by tribal ceremony and later 


by a Christian missionary in Hono- 
ult. 

“Afterward Capt. Welsbarth quit 
black-birding and confined himself to 
trading. Until livyears ago he made 
annual trips to San Francisco always 
accompanied by his wife. Then he 
guit roving and settled down in Hon- 
olulu. 

“In 1914 his wife learned her fath- 
er had died and that she had inherit- 


| ed the rulership of the isle. The Eng. 


lish, who had taken over the group 


in the meantime asked her to re- 
turn to keep the natives pacified. 
Capt. Welsbarth built the little | 


schooner Teoti—named for his wife 
—and they sailed for Tabiteuea. Mrs- 
Welsbarth became Queen Teoti and 
her husband was known as king. 

“Early last month the little trading 
steamer Kestel put into Tabiteuea 
and learned that Capt. Welsbarth 
hfd died there a)month earlier of 
fever. The natives erected a monu- 
ment in his memory, which was plac- 
ed beside others reared to their rul- 
ers for the last five centuries,”

Sir Thomas Holdich says the 
Arabs of Mesopotamia call it “koot,”
